24900 kHz around 1600z, 18086 kHz around 0800z and 10106 kHz around 
0730z. QSL via W4BAA (91 & 92 CB). 


6 METERS. (DO NOT FORGET ABOUT THIS BAND!) There was been quite a bit 
of activity this week on SIX. Most of the operators were getting ready 
for the VHF contest (6/13-15). Stations that were active before the 
contest: K1LL/© (S. Dakota), KA3B/VP5, WOOSP (N. Dakota), KAOIIJS (Iowa), 
C6AFP, CO2KK, HH2PK, VE6AB, VP9HE and 9H3QE.

to make the criteria as new DXCC countries is now open. The republics of 
Croatia (YU2), Slovenia (YU3) and Bosnia-Hercegovina (YU4) may be the 
new countries added to the DXCC Countries List. The YU1, YU5, YU6 and 
YU7 will probably still count as Yugoslavia.
